tha oMelal paper of those sent to Siberia by
the Czar, It I8 printad In Russian, but for
obvious reasons (a published In the capital
eity of Russia's ally, France. The Courler
cofitaing the firat authentic account of the
death of Dazheparidze, one of the 160 Soclal
Democratic members of the second Duma,
who were axiled to Siberia for aMxing thelr
signatures to the famous Viborg manifesto—
a Russian declaration of independence,

Laying aside entirely the pathetic human
sida of the atory, the account of the last
Hours of the Russian sounds strangely out of
harmony with the honeyed words of the Crar,
addressed to his “Dear Jaws” and “My Loyal
Polen.” In part, the Courler says:

“At § o'clock In the evening tha train
approached a small station, Yamskaya, where
wa were to change trains,  'All out,' shouted
the hend of the convoy, opening the doors.
Dinzheparidee rose together with the others,
but immediately fell to the ground, crying,
‘Teannot, Tam all In' Treretell and Macha-
radze picked him up and placed him on a
dirty rug nearby.

"*How dare you »slt down, you dog?
shouted a gendarme, wheraiipon hils comes
rades pleked him up and earrled him out of
the car to the station platform. We had to
walt fully an hour for the arrival of the
frain for Kursk. Surrounded by a host of
gendarmes, beneath the open sky, in the hor-
rible cold and but the scant prison clothes
on our backs, wa wilted In the snow, shly-
ering, hunery and trembling for our lives
lest one of the gendarmes tnke a fancy to
shoot us. Dszheparidze alone was permitiad
to #it down on the ground. [leside him
gtood his wife with her 2-year-old child in
her arms.  After our arelval at the Kursk
depot we were dinpatehed to the prison,

CAll of us, 45 men In all, were locked up
ina eell 12 feet by 8§ All n'ong the floor lay
the victime of Hussinn Lharbariam.  Not only
was [t Imposaibla Mg from one end of
the cell to the other, but it was Impossible
for one to steeteh out on the floor. In w halt
hour the air in the room became Intplerable.
One of us took a chanee nnd attempted to
open o lttle window, but the =oldier on duty

ordered him back to the floor. In an hour
Dazhepuridee bheznn to shors heavily, We
pounded at thHe doors and demanded that

some of ug be transferrad to nnother cell. At
midnight the warden of the prison, Kalmi-
koff, entered and ordered that mombers of the
Imperial Duma be given room in another call
nearby. That night Dazheparidze died with-
out having received any meoedieal attention.”

DONE IN PHILADELPHIA

Wﬂlm you come Lo (hink of It, it is rather

remarkabla that wa have had our old
friends tha minstrels with us for more than
80 years, They have weathersd svery Inno-
vallon In theatricals; the decline and fall of
tha atock vantures; the advent of the travel.
Ing companies, comic opera, vaudeville and
now sven moving plctures. And they are
golng on, but not telling the same old jokes,
night after night.

All my efforts to run down (o lis dark
origin the libel that minstral jokes are vean-
erable resultad In fallure. Bome of the hest
joken 1 recall were first passed over the foot-
lights by a minatrel company., Only after
they became public property did they find
thelr way Into periodicals.

AVING become a vensrable Institution

mAany years ago, thers naturally arose
a dispute as to the place where negro min-
atrelny had it birth, FProbably not so many
cities an claimed Homer for thelr own con-
tended, but certainly Philadelphin and New
York had their advocatem.

I am willing to admit a prejudice in favor
of this city, and as no othar place on the
globa aver supported minatrelsy for ro long
a time we seem to have something of a pro-
prietary right In this form of entertainment.

The beginning was very modeat, Before
the word had been heard in connectlon with
fuch an entertainment there were black-faced
acte on the American stage, One of the
first big hits was made by Thomas B. Rice
fn his “Jim Crow,” which has got into the
vocabulary of the langunge. No one could
call that nondescript act minstrelay as we

HEN came black-faced banjo acts, such

as Billy Whitlock used to do; others simi-
lar to George Washington Dixon's “Zip
Coon,"" and still minstrels did not appear on
the scene. All of these acts were familinr to
Philadelphia theatre-goers In the 30a and
early 408, Dixon reslded here for a time,
and during the epidemie of cholera In 1832
published a weekly “Cholera Gazette. He
sang “Zip Coon" at the Tivoll Gardon, on
Market atreet west of Thirteenth, and avery
boy In tha city was whistling the refrain,

Billy Whitlock In hls autobiography glves
n version of hia connection with the organi-
zatlon of the minstrel show, During {he
winter of 1840 he and his partner, Master
John Diamond, whose real nams wae Frank
Lynch, were playing st the Walnut Street
Theatre, and when the night for their benefit
approached Whitlock concelved the idea of
Introducing a novelty,

Whitlock asked Dick Myers, a violinlst, if
he would play the vielln with them and form
& trio on thelr henefit, and Myers agreed, So,
on that occasion, for the first time In publie,
Whitlock sald, banjolsts were accompanled
on the stage by a violinist. And even that
does not look llke a minstrel show, does 1t?
Yet It was from this germ that the blg, sable
semicirele which we recall with pleasure
grew into the minstrels,

N its early form minstrelsy was essentinl-

Iy musical. The firat band of minstrels
that traveled around the country hnd Master
Ole Bull ns one of its members. There were
Virginia Berenaders and New Orleans Ser-
ennders, and while all the acts were done In
blackface, they were of o musical character,
They gave soma clever travesties on the
Italian opera, which was then attracting the
attention of the musleally Inclined, and from
all accounts these burlesques were not only

that when 1 afterwards came into his position
I took eare never to repeat It."
